RIDDLE EQUAL TO MIDDLETOWN JOB. 


Startling statements ol’ten come from the most unexpected 
sources, and one of this nature has recently eminated from the 
editorial columns of the Middletown News-Signal, in tho nature 
of a jibe at her sister city of Xenia. With boastful pride, this 
paper points to the “great industrial center” of Middletown in 
contrast to the “rural community” of Xenia, and states that her 
newly appointed city manager will have a different problem iii j 
Middletown, from that which he had in Xenia. 
Nothing, probably could be further from the actual case. 
Xeenia while considerably smaller rn actual numbers than her 
contemporary, in all likelihood, has nearly as many citizens oi 
American birth as has this growing “metropolis,'' and in passing 
it might be pointed out that this is probably the reason why 
Xenia newspapers have greater circulations than have those in 
Middletown. 
.

, on 
City Manager Kenyon Riddle will leave within the next oil 
days to take over the management of Middletown, after more than 
three years of service to Xenia. Although it is felt by Xenia at 
large that a loss has been experienced by the city, the majority 
probably expected that the manager would be moving along, and 
would sooner or later drift into larger fields. 
Mr. Riddle leaves behind him, a long line of accomplishments 
which have been effected during his tenure of office; material 
gains that are a pride to Xenia, and a tribute to the ability, and 
pain taking effort of Xenia’s first city manager. 
It is a well 
known fact, in Xenia, that during the 
administration of Mr. 
Riddle, have come among other things, a new city water supply, 
the works for which have been built and are ready for operation 
by the city; the installation of a modern motorized fire equip­ 
ment. capable of handling any fire which the city is likely to have, 
and the increasing of the number of paved streets. 
These are but three of the major innovations which have 
been put into effect, but they illustrate the line of progressive 
work that has been, and is being carried out in Xenia. 
In spite of the editorial doubt expressed by the Middletown 
News^-Signal, that Mr. Riddle, while capable in a “rural communi­ 
ty” may not be, in a “great industrial center which is going 
through a period of expansion such as Xenia will probably never 
know’.” it is safe to say that the people of this city will back Mr. 
Riddle to handle any job which Middletown may have for him. 
Xenia, while in the center of a rich agricultural community, 
is not without its industries, many of which will compare favor­ 
ably with those in Middletown, and as to the future, it is well to 
remember that “never’ is a pretty long time. 
A list of Xenia’s 
industries might refute the statement that this city is a rural 
community. Among the more important are the three mills of 
the Hooven and Allison Company, one of the biggest manufac­ 
turers of rope and cordage in the country; The R. A. Kelly Com­ 
pany, machinery and rope manufacturers; The Xenia Shoe Com­ 
pany; Robbins and Myers, branch factory; The American Cigar 
Company; The George Dodds and Sons Granite Company, and 
the Xenia Foundry and Machine Company. 
We fad to agree Arith the Middletown paper that Mr. Riddle 
will find his job at Middletown a greatly different task than con­ 
fronted him in Xenia. The difference in size and genera! charac­ 
ter is net sufficient to warrant a statement of that sort.
